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INTRODUCTORY  STAT&IEIJT 

Rapidly  changing  national  events  have  had  their  repercussions 
throughout  the  v^ridth  and  breadth  of  the  land.  The  economy  of  most  of  our 
cities  and  tovms  has  been  changed  overnight  by  the  shutting  dov/n  of  a  key 
plant  or  by  the  creation  of  an  iraportant  national  defense  industry  v/ithin 
or  near  its  borders. 

To  these  dynamic  forces,  the  iVestern  Allegany  County  Area  has 
not  been  invulnerable.  On  the  contrary,  its  delicate  economy  has  for  many 
years  been  susceptible  to  the  slightest  changes  in  certain  types  of  indus- 
tries, manufacturing,  and  services. 

NoviT  more  than  at  any  other  time,  it  has  become  iinperative,  in 
dealing  vflth   these  swift  and  radical  changes  in  employment  possibilities, 
to  be  able  quickly  and  with  reasonable  accuracy  to  analyze  and  evaluate  a 
community's  economic  structure  at  any  given  time.  To  accomplish  this  in 
the  shortest  possible  time,  this  Corairdssion  has  endeavored,  as  in  this 
instance,  to  establish  a  technique  of  analysis  of  existing  and  readily 
available  data  on  a  community  in  a  relatively  few  da^'^s  instead  of  months 
or  possibly  years. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  in  perfecting  this  technique  of  community 
analysis.  Hov/ever,  many  of  the  observations  made  in  the  report  are  illumi- 
nating, and  others  raise  certain  basic  issues  for  further  specific  investi- 
gations. Toivard  this  end,  this  study  may  throw  a  few  rays  of  vrell  directed 
light  upon  current  thinking  and  action.

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SUMMARY  OF 
OBSERVATIOI^  OF  THE  ECOIJOMIC  PROBLH-IS  IN  THE  AREA 


Allegany  County,  in  1940,  ranked  third  among  tlaryland's  counties  in 
population,  being  precodod  only  by  Baltimore  and  Anne  Arundel  counties. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  study,  the  County  was  divided,  at  the  west- 
ern boundarjr  of  Political  Districts  16  and  21,  into  tv;o  yconoraic  areas; 
the  ycstern  Alleganj'-  County  Area  and  the  Jbastern  Allegany  County  Area, 
These  tvro  areas  have  distinctly  different  econorrdc  characteristics,  the 
economy  of  the  former  being  almost  entir^^ly  based  on  Industry  vrfiile  Agri- 
culture predominates  in  the  latter.  This  study  is  confined  to  the  V/estorn 
Allegany  County  Area. 

The  V/estern  Allegany  County  Area  is  comprised  of  two  industrial  areas; 
Cumberland,  which  is  one  of  iiiryland ' s  three  Urban  Industrial  Sections,  and 
the  '.Western  Allegany  Area  (outside  of  Cumberland)  v;hich  we  shall  refer  to 
as  the  "Outside  Area."  The  two  areas  have  distinct  differences  in  their 
economic  characteristics. 

Industrial  development  in  the  Vi'cstern  All-,gany  County  Area  -ivas  closely 
associated  with  and  greatly  influenced  by  development  of  the  Coal  Industry 
in  the  George's  Creek  Basin  vdiich  lies  in  a  strip,  averaging  about  five 
miles  in  v;idth,  along  the  western  side  of  the  Area,  This  basin  has  been 
the  principal  coal  producing  area  in  itcryland  and  in  earlier  days  it  ac- 
counted for  over  ninety-five  percent  of  the  State's  coal  production.  In 
recent  years,  due  to  depletion  of  the  Big  Seam,  the  proportion  has  declined 
to  about  si:<ty  percent. 

As  a  fii'st  approach  to  this  study,  population  data  for  the  1880-1940 
period  wore  exo.mined  and  anal^'Ticd  for  the  purpose  of  noting  population 
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trends  and  decadal  rates  of  population  change  in  the  Area.  See  Exhibit  1 
on  page  9  ;  and  patterns  of  the  Industry  and  Agriculture  of  Allegany  Co'inty, 
in  Cumberland  and  in  the  County  (excluding  Cumberland),  v/ere  also  construc- 
ted to  show  the  occupational  characteristics  of  the  Area  and  to  indicate 
the  extent  to  which  the  occupied  population  depended  on  each  major  industry 
group  and  each  sub-industry  group  for  employment  and  earned  income.  The  per- 
centage of  all  gainfully  occupied  persons  accounted  for  by  each  occupational 
group  or  sub-group  gave  an  indication  of  the  relative  occupational  importance 
of  each  group  in  the  Area's  economy.  See  Exl-iibits  3  and  3A  on  pages  15  and 

16. 

The  latest  statistics  available  for  constructing  these  ejdiibits  were 
from  the  1930  Census  of  Popidation  and  Occupations.  VJhen  similar  statistics 
become  available,  from  the  1940  Census,  for  reconstructing  the  patterns, 
some  pronounced  changes  will  be  shown  due  to  declines  in  the  Coal  Industry 
and  some  of  the  manufacturing  industries  and  expansion  of  a  new  large  labor 
effiploying  industry  (The  Colanese  Corporation  of  America)  in  the  Area. 

Analyses  and  interpretations  of  Population  Changes,  Occupational  Sta- 
tistics and  other  data  relating  to  the  Coal  Industry,  Manufacturing  Estab- 
lishments and  Relief  Expenditures  in  the  Area,  resulted  in  a  number  of  ob- 
servations and  tentative  conclusions,  some  of  the  more  important  of  vfhich 
are  presented  herewith :- 

1.  Approximately  ^k%   of  Allegany  County's  population  is  con- 
centrated in  the  Vic  stern  Allegany  County  Area.   In  the  Co'unty 
(excluding  Cunberland),  87.2^  of  the  population  is  concentrated 
in  Political  Districts  included  in  the  Area.   In  1940,  popula- 
tion in  the  Area  vras  almost  equally  divided  betv/een  Cuj-jberland 
and  the  "Outside  Area." 

2.  During  the  five  decades  folloxdng  iSSO,  Cumberland's  popiolation 
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increased  253^  as  compared  to  an  increase  of  only  51.4^  in 
Allegany  County  (excluding  Cumberland).  In  each  of  these 
,  decades,  except  the  1890-1900  decade,  Cumberland's  popula- 
tion increase  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  Allegany 
County,  In  the  past  decade,  Cumberland's  increase  accounted 
for  only  22.0^  of  the  Allegany  County  increase  in  population. 
This  marked  a  reversal  of  the  trend  of  the  three  preceding  de- 
cades and  ¥jas  indicative  of  economic  changes  in  Cumberland  and 
in  the  County  outside  of  Cuj7iberland. 
3.  The  high  decadal  rates  of  population  increase  in  Cumberland, 
during  the  first  five  decades  of  the  1880-1940  period  were 
coincident   with  a  rapid  growth  of  I^niifacturing  and  Extra- 
Sectional  Services  (principally  in  Transportation  and  Trade), 
and  indicated,  during  the  last  two  of  these  decades,  that 
whatever  economic  loss  Cumberland  had  sustained  from  decline 
of  the  Coal  Industry  via.s   iaore  than  compensated  for  by  gains 
in  Ivlan-ofacturing  and  Services.  The  drastic  decline  in  the 
1930-1940  rate  of  pop-jlation  increase  indicates  a  loss  of 
economic  stability  in  Cumberland  in  this  decade. 
4.  Follomng  a  large  population  increase  in  the  1890-1900  de- 
cade, the  decadal  rate  of  population  increase  in  Allegany 
County  (excluding  Cumberland)  declined  drastically  during  the 
next  two  decades,  resulting  in  a  small  loss  of  population  in 
the  latter  of  these  decades.   In  the  last  two  decades  of  the 
I88O-I94O  period  there  ivas  a  reversal  of  the  do\=mward  trend 
which  resulted  in  a  substantial  population  gain  in  the  1930- 
1940  decade.  These  changes  reflected  the  growth  of  the  Coal 
Industry  during  the  earlier  decades  of  the  period  and  its 
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subsequent  great  decline.  The  drastic  declinea  in  rate  of 
population  increase  during  the  1900-1910  and  1910-1920  de- 
cades indicated  a  severe  loss  of  economic  stability  and  ur- 
gent need  for  some  readjustment  in  the  economy  to  compensate 
for  decline  of  the  Coal  Industry,  Reversal  of  the  dovm\ra.rd 
population  trend  in  the  1920-1930  decade  and  a  substantial 
population  gain  in  the  1930-1940  decade  indicates  that  the 
needed  readjustment  v/as  in  progress. 

5*  Vifide  variations  in  the  decadal  rates  of  pop'olation  change 
during  the  13S0-1940  period,  particularly  in  the  Co'onty  (ex- 
cluding Cuiaberland)  indicated  considerable  economic  insta- 
bility in  the  Area.  V/ide  differences  in  Cumberland's  rates 
of  increase  and  those  of  the  County  (excluding  Cumberland), 
indicated  different  industrial  characteristics  vmich  wore 
revealed  in  the  occupational  patterns  for  CuT.berland  and  the 
County  (excluding  Cuniberland) . 

6.  Practically  all  of  the  Iidanufacturing  and  Extraction  of 
Ivlincrals  Industries,  most  of  the  Building  and  Service  In- 
dustries of  Allegany  County  arc  concentrated  in  the  'Vestern 
Allegany  County  Area, 

7-.  Industry  is  of  extreme  economic  Liaportanco  in  the  Area. 
More  than  95/&  of  the  occupied  persons  depend  on  industrial 
occup^'itions  for  employment  and  earned  income.   Economic  sta- 
bility'of  the  Area  is,  therefore,  dependent  on  industrial 
stability  in  the  Area,  v^hich  in  turn  is  dependent  partly  on 
stability  of  the  Ifeinufacturlng,  Coal,  and  Building  Indus- 
tries and  partly  on  economic  stability  in  other  areas  served 
by  the  Extra-Sectional  Services  of  Cumberland  (principally 
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Transportation  and  Trade) . 

8.  Several  Industries,  formerly  most  important  in  the  Area's 
economy,  have  exhibited  great  instability  during  recent  de- 
cades. Among  these  are  the  Coal  Industry  (see  Exhibit  2  on 
page  ll)  and  the  Iron  and  Steel  Industries.  There  appears 
to  be  little  promise  of  any  substantial  and  lasting  revival 
of  either  of  these  industries  in  the  Area, 

9,  In  addition  to  the  Coal  and  Building  Industries,  there  is 
a  T;ide  diversity  of  L!anufacturing  both  in  Cumberland  and  in 
the  "Outside  Area. "  Employment  in  manufacturing  industries, 
however,  is  highly  concentrated  in  a  small  number  of  manu- 
facturing concerns.  Exhibit  U   on  page  17  shows  distribution 
of  occupied  persons  by  industry  groups  in  Allegany  County, 
arranged  in  the  order  of  their  occupational  rank  in  1930* 

It  also  shows  percent  distribution  of  the  Co'onty's  occupied 
persons  in  Cumberland  and  in  Allegany  County  (excluding 
Cumberland)  for  each  group. 
10,  Except  for  the  Cclanese  Corporation,  The  ViFcst  Virginia 
Pulp  and  Paper  Company  and  thu  Kelly-Springfield  Tire  Coia^ 
pany,  the  manufacturing  establislimcnts  of  the  Area,  from 
the  standpoint  of  niunber  of  employees,  arc  in  the  small 
establishment  class  (see  Exhibit  5  on  page  23).  The  great 
importance  of  the  three  above  mentioned  concerns  in  the 
economy  of  the  Area  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  they 
collectively  account  for  c3.4p  of  the  manufacturing  em- 
ployees reported  for  Allogan,7  County  in  the  1940  Directory 
of  ivfciryland  ManufcctLu-ors  published  by  the  Liiryland  Bureau 
of  Labor  and  Statistics. 
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11,  Future  prospects  of  improved  economic  conditions  in  the 
Area  do  not  appear  particijlarly  promising  unless  existing 
jnanufacturing  industries  expand  or  other  new  manufacturing 
industries  are  attracted  to  the  Area  by  the  local  supply  of 
good  coal,  good  transportation  facilities,  location  of  the 
Area  \irith  respect  to  the  Port  of  Baltimore  and  vVestern  Liar- 
kets,  labor  supply  and  living  conditions. 

12,  Acquisition  of  tiie  Celanese  Corporation  and  its  later  ex- 
pansion i-vas  an  important  step  in  the  readjustment  of  the 
Area's  economy,  but  crafts  required  in  this  industry  are 
not  of  a  type  to  absorb  any  considerable  number  of  those 
foriacrly  employed  in  coal  mining  and  iron  and  steel  indus- 
tries, 

13.  ViTithout  some  appreciable  further  increase  in  manufacturing 
in  the  Area  there  is  little  probability  of  the  Service  In- 
dustries regaim.ng  the  loss  which  rosoltcd  from  decline  of 
the  Coal  industry  and  the  generally  depressed  economic  con- 
ditions which  existed  during  a  large  part  of  the  past  decade. 
Improving  conditions  in  areas  served  by  Cumberland's  Extra- 
Sectional  Transportation  and  Trade  Services  -.vill  probably 
result  in  some  improved  employment  in  these  services  in 
Cumberland . 

14.  The  principal  industrial  changes  affecting  the  economy  of 
the  Area  during  the  past  six  decades  may  be  summarized  as 
follows : 

a.  The  groivth  T.nd  subsequent  decline  of  the  Coal 
Industry  in  the  Area, 

b.  A  rapid  grovfth  of  liinufacturing  and  of  Transpor- 
tation and  Trade  Services,  especially  in  Cumberland. 
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c.  Decline  of  the  Iron  and  Steel  Industries  in  the 
Area,  particularly  in  Curnberland. 

d»  Location  of  the  Celanese  Corporation  in  the  Area. 

e.  A  recent  trend  to  decentralization  of  manufac- 
turing and  to  suburban  residence  which,  in  the  past 
decade,  resulted  in  lower  rates  of  population  in- 
crease in  large  urban  centers  than  occurred  in  rural 
industrial  centers. 

15 i     Adverse  economic  conditions  in  the  Area  during  the  past  de- 
cade arc  indicated  by  higli  Relief  Expenditures  in  allogany 
County  during  the  past  five  years.  Direct  Relief  Expendi- 
tures for  Allegany  County  in  all  of  these  years  v;ere  the 
highest  for  cHiy   county  in  Marjrland.  Afore  than  eighty  per- 
cent of  these  expenditures  were  for  the  catagories  of  Old 
Age  Assistance  ana  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  (see  Exhibits 
9  and  10,  pages  32  and  33). 
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THE  YffiSTERN  ALLEGAMY  COUNTY  AREA 

For  the  purposes  o.t'  this  study  we  have  includyd  in  the  Western 
Allegany  Co'onty  Arc.-i  that  part  of  Allegany  County  lying  west  of  the  west- 
ern boundary  of  Political  districts  16  and  21  and  including  all  Political 
Districts  of  the   County  except  1,  2,   3,  16,  21,  and  33.   (-ee  frontispiece) 

The  Area  includes  approximately  one  third  of  the  County's  land  area 
and  is  comprised  of  two  distinct  industrial  areas j  the  Urban  Section  of 
Cumberland  and  that  part  of  the  Area  lying  outside  of  Cui.iberland  7*hich  we 
shall  rofer  to  as  the  "Outside  Area." 
Concentration^  of  Population  in  the  Area 

Analyses  of  pop'jlation  statistics  for  Allegany  County,  for  C'jmberland 
and  for  Political  Districts  of  the  County  in  1930  and  1%0,  shov:  that  ap- 
proximately 9k%   of  the  County's  popLilation  is  ccaicentrated  in  the  liVestem  Alle- 
gany County  Area,  Cuiiiberland  accounting  for  kl »!%   and  the  "Outside  Area" 
for  46,1^  of  the  County's  total  pop:alation.  In  the  Area,  Cumberland  ac- 
counted foi-  50.67o  and  the  "Outside  Area"  for  1+9.2%   of  the  Area's  popula- 
tion, Ci-imbcrland' s  proportion  ox  Allegany  County's  population  increased 
from  28.1^  in  1880  to  47.7/^  in  1930.  In  the  past  decade  Cumberland's  pro- 
portion declined  due  to  a  much  smaller  population  increase  than  occurred 
in  the  County  (excluding  Cvimbcrland), 
Interpretation  of  Population  Statistics 

Industrial  development  of  fne  Western  Allegany  County  Area  vra.s  quite 
clearly  indicated  for  periods  in  the  1380-1940  overall  period  by  popula- 
tion changes  and  decadal  rates  of  change  in  Cumberland  and  in  Allegany 
County  (excluding  Cumberland).  Very  decided  differences  in  the  population 
trends  and  decadal  rates  of  change  in  Cumberland  and  in  the  County  (ex- 
cluding Cumberland)  izidicated  that  there  was  a  pronounced  difference  in  the

Correlation  of  population  and  occupations  statistics  shov/s  that 
Cumberland's  industrial  development  was  mostly  due  to  expansion  of  Lfeinu- 
facturing  and  Sex'vice  Industries  while  in  the  County  (excluding  Cumber- 
land) industrial  development  was  chiefly  due  to  the  Coal  Industry  until 
the  past  decade,  during  which  manufacturihg  greatly  increased. 

In  the  tyro  decades  folloidng  1880,  Curaberland  experienced  an  increase 
of:  60.2)^0  in  population,  rdth  a  decadal  iiicrease  of  19.05?  in  the  first  and 
34.6^  in  the  second  of  those  decades.  During  this  period  the  Coal  Indus- 
try vjas  grov^ing  rapidly  but  ha.d  not  reached  its  production  peak  v/hich  v^s 
attained  in  the  next  decade.  Growth  of  the  Coal  Industry  stimulated  the 
Transportation,  Trade  and  other  Service  Industries  and  i/lanufacturing  In- 
dustries of  CiuTiberland  supplying  equipment  and  other  matei'ials  to  the  Coal 
Industry.   Other  manufacturing  industries  locating  in  Cumberland  contrib- 
uted greatly  to  her  industrial  growth  in  this  period. 

As  contrasted  vdth  the  population  increase  of  60.2^  in  Cu.TLerland  in 
the  1830-1900  period,  the  population  of  Allegany  Couiity  (excluding  Cumber- 
land) increased  33.8^  vath  a  decadal  increase  of  5.6;i  in  the  first  and 
26.8)'o  in  the  second  decade  of  the  pc:riod.  Considering  the  high  concen- 
tration of  population  in  the  n'o stern  Allegany  Area  in  1930  it  seems  evi- 
dent th:.t  -most  of  the  population  increase  in  Allegany  County  (excluding 
Cum.berland)  in  previous  years  was  in  the  "Outside  Area"  of  the  Vjcstorn 
Allegany  County  Area,  in  which  the  coal  mining  operations  and  practically 
all  of  the  manufact'oring  industries,  other  than  those  of  Cumberland,  are 
located. 

Industrial  developrficnt  in  the  "Outside  Area"  during  the  1880-1900 
period  was  mostly  due  to  rapid  grovft.h  of  coal  minung  which  ivas  approaching 
its  peak  production  and  emplojiaent  of  irdncrs  attained  in  the  1900-1910

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decade.  The  high  decadal  increase  in  the  1390-1900  decade  va.s  probably 
due  to  a  large 'influx  of  miners  and  trades-people  in  anticipation  of  a 
further  expan.sion  of  the  Coal  Industry, 

During  the  two  decades  follov;ing  1900,  Cumberland  continued  its  high 
population  increase  with  a  ga.i  n  of  64.1^  for  the  tv/o  decades.  This  indi- 
cated a  continued  expansion  of  Cumberland's  industries.  The  fact  that 
Cumberland  experienced  her  highest  decadal  rate  of  population  increase  in 
the  1910-1 920  decade,  when  the  Coal  Industry  had  begun  its  decline,  indi- 
cated that  who-tovcr  economic  loss  Cumberland  had  experienced  due  to  decline 
of  the  Coal  Industry  ivas  more  than  compensated  for  by  grovrth  of  her  Iilanu- 
facturing  and  Extra-Sectional  Service  Industries. 

As  contrasted  Virith  Cumberland's  continued  high  rate  of  population  in- 
crease during  the  1900-1920  period,  Allegany  County  (excluding  Cumberland) 
experienced  drastic  declines  in  rate  of  increase  in  both  decades  of  the 
period  and  an  actual  small  loss  of  population  in  the  latter  decade. 

During  the  first  decade  of  the  1900-1920  period,  coal  mining  increased, 
reaching  its  peak  production  in  1907.  Evidently,  the  dcnir.nd  for  coal  miners 
had  been  anticipated  in  tlie  previous  decade  and  the  coming  decline  of  pro- 
duction and  omploymont  v;as  forsoon,  Tlie  drastic  declines  in  rate  of  pop- 
ulation increase  in  this  period  indicated  unfavorable  econondc  conditions 
and  the  urgent  need  of  some  readjustment  in  the  "Outside  Area"  if  the  de- 
cline vTas  to  be  checked  or  reversed. 

In  the  period  from  1920  to  1940,  Cwnberland  experienced  declines  in  her 
decadal  rate  of  population  incr.,ase.  The  1920-1930  decadal  increase  of 
26,5^,  as  contrasted  T',dth  36.6^  in  th^-  previous  decade,  indicated  some  slov/- 
ing  up  of  Cimberland's  development  but  v/as  not  of  such  magnitude  as  to  indi- 
cate any  serious  change  in  econondc  conditions.  The  drastic  decline  in  the 
I93O-I94O  decade  to  4.6^,  howev^^r,  indica.ted  a  very  definite  loss  of  economic 


stability. 
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During  the  1930-1940  decade,  the  coal  production  and  employment  in 
coal  mining  declined  drastically  and  this  combined  with  adverse  economic 
conditions  throughout  the  nation  during  the  depression  of  thr^  past  decade, 
no  doubt,  seriously  affected  Curaberland' 3  industries. 

As  contrasted  v/ith  Cumberland's  declines  in  rate  of  population  increase 
in  the  1920-1940  period,  Allegany  County  (excluding  Cumberland)  experienced 
a  reversal  in  its  previous  dovrnvirard  trend  and  gained  18^  in  population. 
Most  of  this  gain  ivas  in  the  1930-1940  decade.  , 

This  reversal  in  population  trend  indicated  that  a  readjustment  in  the 
economy  of  the  "Outside  Area"  was  taking  pla.ce.  Coal  production  and  em- 
ployment in  coal  mines  declined,  but  expansion  of  a  new  industry.  The 
Cclanese  Corporation  of  Aiiiorica,  located  in  a  suburb  of  Cumberland,  com- 
pensated for  loss  sustained  by  the  decline  in  coal  mining. 

A  trend  to  increased  suburban  residence  and  to  location  of  manufactur- 
ing industries  outside  of  large  urban  centers,  which  developed  during  the 
last  decade,  was  evidently  experienced  in  the  Vfcstern  Allegany  County  Area, 
Concentration  of  Industry  in  the  Area 

Practically  all  of  Allegany  County*  s  industry  is  concentrated  in  the 
Western  Allegany  County  Area.  Occupation^^.l  statistics  for  1930  show  that 
of  all  occupied  persons  in  Allegany  County,  51.9^  were  in  Gujnberland  and 
48.1^  in  the  County  (excluding  Cumberland).  Considering  the  concentration 
of  population  and  the  fact  that  no  mruiufacturing  industries  of  appreciable 
size  are  reported  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  County  by  the  Llaryland  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics,  wo  may  assume  that  industry  in  Alleganj^  County  (ex- 
cluding Cumberland)  is  practic.;lly  ?.ll  concentrated  in  the  "Outside  Area" 
of  the  Western  Allegany  County  Area. 

In  Exhibits  3  and  3A  on  pages  15  and  16 ,  the  occupational  character- 
istics of  Cumberland  and  of  Allegany  County  (excluding  Cumberland)  are

The  Importance  of  Industry  in  bhe  Area's  Economy 

The  extreme  iraportP.nce  of  industry  in  the  economy  of  the  Area  is  in- 
dicated by  the  occupational  statistics,  '.vldch,  for  1930,  show  that  98,3^ 
of  all  occupied  persons  in  Cumberland  were  engaged  in  industrial  occupa- 
tions (55.2^  in  Service  Industries  and  1+3. U%   in  Non-Service  Industries)*-  •'. 
In  the  County  outside  of  Cumberland,  89.4^  of  the  occupied  persons  were  en- 
gaged in  industrial  occupations  (29.7^  in  Service  Industries  and  ^&,1%   in 
Non-Service  Industries).  I-fost  of  those  occupied  in  Agriculture  arc  in  the 
li^storn  part  of  the  County'-,  From  available  statistics,  it  nT'.y  be  assumed 
that  over  95%   of  the  occupied  persons  in  the  '.Jcstern  Allegany  County  Area 
arc  engaged  in  industrial  occupations. 

In  Cumberland,  the  Service  Group  assumes  greater  occupational  impor- 
tance that  the  Hon-Scrvice  group.  Cumberland,  being  an  important  railroad 
a.nd  commercial  center  serving  areas  outside  of  the  local  area,  has  a  large 
percentage  (66,9/<-')  of  her  Service  occupa.tions  accounted  for  by  two  pre- 
dominant Service  groups;  Transportation  (36.1^)  and  Trade  (20.8%),

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In  the  Economic  Studies  of  IvJaryland  it  v/as  stated  that,  on  an  average, 
one  third  of  all  gainfully  occupied  persons  v/ere  en,<^aged  in  local  or  Intra- 
Sectional  Service  occupations  and  that  any  .r^^i'eater  proportion  indicated 
existence  in  a  community  of  Extra-Sectional  Services  devoted  to  servicing 
areas  without  the  coffununity.   In  Exhibit  3  we  have  shown  an  estimated 
Extra-Sectional  Service  component  of  Cumberland's  Services  of  3,305  persons, 
equal  to  39.6^  of  all  Service  occupations  and  to  21.8^  of  all  gainfully  oc- 
cupied persons.  The  great  importance  of  the  Extra-Sect ianal  Services  in 
Cumberland's  economy  is  evident. 

In  1930,  the  Non-Service  Group  and  the  Extra-Sectional  Services  col- 
(lectively  accounted  for  b'^,2.%   of  all  occupied  persons  in  Cumberland.   It 
may  be  stated,  tliercfore,  that  econondc  stability  of  Cumberland  is  depen- 
dent on  stability  of  her  Non-Service  Industries  and  Extra-  S.-ctional 
Services. 

Cumberland  has  quite  a  diversity  of  Non-Service  Industries.  Only  one 
non-ma nufactui-ing  industry.  Building,  assumes  special  occupational  impor- 
tance.  In  1930,  this  industry  accounted  for  12.3^  of  all  persons  occupied 
in  the  Kon-Service  Group, 

The  Occupations  Census  of  1930  listed  thirteen  manufacturing  industry 
sub-groups  in  Cumberland,  The  Rubber  Industry  ( Keily-Springf ield  Tire 
Company)  vcs  included  in  the  "Other  Industries"  sub-group.  Seven  of  the 
manufacturing  industry  sub-groups  collectively  accounted  for  19.2%   of  all 
persons  occupied  in  the  Non-Survice  Group  in  1930  and  for  90.9-"?  of  those 
occupied  in  manufacturing  industries. 

The  following  table  shows  these  industries  and  their  relative  occupa- 
tional import3.ncu  as  expressed  by  the  percentage  of  all  persons  occupied 
in  the  Ilon-Service  Group  and  in  the  Lianufact-iiring  Group,  which  they  ac- 
counted for  in  1930:

Separate  occupationa!],  statistics  for  Political  Districts  are  not 
available  from  the  1930  Census  and  it  was  necessary,  therefore,  to  use 
statistics  for  Allegany  County  (excluding  Cumberland)  and  to  consider  these, 
for  the  /'Jestern  Allegany  County  Area  outside  of  Cumberland,  in  the  light 
of  the  known  concentration  of  population,  location  of  manufacturing  es- 
tablishjiionts  and  the  small  extent  of  Agriculture  in  this  part  of  Allegany 
County  (excluding  Cumberland). 

From  such  consideration  it  may  bo  assumed  that  industrial  occupations 
account  for  ?.  larger  proportion  and  agriciilture  for  a  smaller  proportion 
of  the  gainfolly  occupied  persons  in  the  "Outside  Area"  of  the  VJestern  Al- 
legany County  Area  than  they  do  for  Allegany  County  (excluding  Cumberland). 

In  the  "Outside  Area"  the  Service  Group  assumes  much  less  occupational 
importance  th-^n  in  Cumberland.  Transportation  and  Trade  are  the  p'redom- 
inant  Service  sub-groups.  The  Mon-Service  Grtap  is  of  greatest  occupa- 
tional importance  in  this  part  of  the  Area  and  the  industry  pattern  in 
1930  v.-as  widely  different  from  th-.t  of  Cumberland. 

In  the  Non-Service  Group,  the  non-manufacturing  industry  sub-groups 
(Extracticn  of  Idnerals,  Building  and  Forestry  and  Fishing)  collectively 
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assume  .jiuch  greater  relative  occupational  importance  than  they  do  in 
Cumberland,  accounting  for  1+1.3%   of  all  persons  occupied  in  the  Mon- 

Scrvicc  Group  as  contrasted  v;ith  12.9^  in  Cumberland,  Extraction  of  Min- 
erals (coal  raining)  accounted  for  35.4^  and  Building  for  5.5/^  of  all  per- 
sons occupied  in  the  Non-Sorvico  Group. 

Like  Cumberl.-ind,  the  "Outside  Area"  has  quite  a  diversity  of  inanufac- 
turing  industries,  but  the  manufacturing  industries,  in  1930,  collectively 
accouiitod  for  only  5S.7/3  of  all  persons  occupied  in  the  Non-Scrvicc  Group 
as  contrasted  with  36.9a'  in  Cumberland,  ^t.ny  of  the  manufacturing  indus- 
tries are  of  small  relative  occupational  iraportancc  in  the  area. 

Due  to  location  and  expansion  of  the  Celanese  Corporation  in  this 
area,  there  mil  ne  a  radical  change  shown  in  the  occupational  pattern  v/hen 
1940  statistics  become  avr.ilablc  for  reconstructing  the  pattern. 

The  follovdng  tabic  shows  the  most  important  manufacturing  industry 
groups  in  the  "Outside  Area"  and  their  relative  occupational  importance  as 
expressed  by  t.hc-  percentage  of  all  persons  occupied  in  the  aton-SeiT/'ice 
Group  and  in  the  i.ianufacturing  Group,  which  they  accounted  for  in  1930:

Since  Agriculture  assumes  small  occupational  importance  in  the  "Outside 
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Area"  it  is  evident  that  economic  stabilit/  of  this  area  is  dependent  on 
stability  of  its  ilon-Scrvice  industries  (Coal  Industry,  Building  and 

ifeinufacturing  Industries) . 

Size  of  I/ianufacturinp;  Induntries  in  the  Area 

Except  for  the  Celanese  Corporation,  the  "rfost  Virginia  Pulp  and  Paper 
Company  and  the  Kelly-Springfield  Tire  Company,  the  manufacturing  concerns 
of  the  Area  are  relatively  small  from  the  standpoint  of  niiiaber  of  employ- 
ees (see  Sxliibit  8,  page  26).  In  general,  siaall  manufacturing  concerns 
were  more  severely  affected  by  the  depression  and  by  Federal  and  State  re- 
gulatory lavrs  with  respect  to  wages  and  working  hours  and  working  condi- 
tions, than  large  corpoi'ate  concerns.  Technological  developments  in  manu- 
facturing, relating  to  new  products  and  methods  of  processing,  have  been 
adopted  to  a  greater  extent  by  large  corporations,  making  it  more  diffi- 
cult for  smaLler  concerns  to  meet  competition. 

Future  Prospects  of  Industry  in  the  Area 

It  is  probable  that  the  coal  mj.ning  industry  v.-ill  remain  stabilized 
at  recent  levels  of  around  800,000  to  1,000,000  tons  annual  production, 
giving  emplojTmcnt  to  around  1,500  mning  eiaployees,  No  appreciable  per- 
manent r'^vival  of  this  industry  seems  probable  until  such  tirae  as  rich, 
more  economically  minable  seams  in  adjoing  states  approach  depletion,  as 
they  have  in  Allegany  County,  and  mining  of  thinner  seams  becomes  general. 

High  costs  of  mining  the  remaining  thinner  seams  of  coal  in  Maryland

Cumberland  Solu  lc;ath<^r 
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industries  attracted  to  the  Area  by  the  local  supply  of  good  coal,  pood 
transportation  facilities,  the  location  of  the  area  with  respect  to  the 
Port  of  Baltjjnore  and  V/c stern  markets  and  labor  supply  and  living  condi- 
tions in  the  Area. 

The  Blast  Furnace  and  Steel  Rolling  iiills  industry  has  declined  in 
the  Area.  The  former  extensive  operations  of  the  Baltimore  and  CMo  Rail- 
toad  Company  have  degenerated  into  a  smcill  junk  reclaiming  operation  and 
the  N.  &  G.  Taylor  Company  Rolling  Liills  now  employ  only  a  small  fraction 
of  the  number  formerly  employed  in  their  operations.  There  appears  to  be 
little  prospect  of  any  substantial  revival  of  the  Blast  Furnace  Snd  Steel 
RollLng  Mills  industry  in  the  Area  due  to  general  changes  in  the  industry 
elsevriierei 

The  Other  Iron  and  Steel  Industry  Group  has  probably  been  considerably 
affected  by  the  decline  of  the  coal  industry,  Foundarios  and  machine  3hop)S 
and  structural  iron  shops  of  this  group  no  doubt  .obtained  considerable  busi- 
ness from  the  mining  companies.  IfVhile  acquisition  of  the  Celancse  Corpor- 
ation, with  a  noriiBl  nui^ibcr  ox  employees  greater  than  the  maximum  number 
of  miners  ever  craploj/'cd  in  the  Area's  coal  operations,  has  made  a  very 
large  contribution  to  the  Area's  economy,  the  crafts  required  in  this  in- 
dustry are  not  such  as  to  provide  much  opportunity  for  omplojTrient  to  men 
formerly  employed  in  co^.l  mining,  the  iron  and  steel  industries  and 
others  which  have  declined. 

The  ifeiryland  Bui^eau  of  ivlines  reports  a  considerable  number  of  former 
miners  as  having  left  the  area  to  find  cmploj'nGnt  in  other  coal  fields,  in 
the  rubber  industry  in  Ohio  and  the  automobile  industry  in  Micliigan,  About 
1,000  were  reported  as  having  switched  to  otlicr  industries  in  the  Area, 
particularly  to  the  railroads. 
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Relief  Expenditures  in  kllef;a.ny   County 

During  the  period  since  October  1935j  reports  of  the  Board  of  State 
Aid  and  Charities  and  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  shov;  that  relief 
expenditures  in  Allegany  County  were  the  hir;hest  for  any  county  in  the 
St?.te,   Per  capita  of  population  expenditures,  hovrever,  were  not  the  high- 
est, Allegany  Couiity  ranking  fourth  to  tenth  in  par  capitl.  of  population  ex- 
penditures. The  high  number  of  cases  assisted  was  responsible  for  the 
County  having  the  highest  expenditures.  Rcli«-;f  e:>qoenditurcs  in  Allegaiiy 
County'-  for  various  categories  of  relief  and  total  r.^liof  expenditures  in 
Allegany  and  the  other  counties  are  presented  in  Exiubits  9,  10,  and  11, 
on  pages  32,  33>  ^-nd  34*  respectively. 

High  direct  relief  expenditures  in  the  Area,  during  the  past  five 
years,  indicate  distressed  conditions  among  part  of  the  population  -vhich 
apparently  have  not  bi.;en  relieved  by  any  substantial  econoniic  iraprovcmont . 

During  the  period  beginning  with  Liarch  193B  and  ending  with  June 
1941,  from  1,369  to  3,356  Allegany  County  residents  -i?ere  employed  on  ^.*ork 
Projects  Administration  'i/ork  Relief  Projects.  The  average  monthly  number 
so  employed  during  this  period  i.vas  2,530,  representing  8.7%   of  the  total 
number  of  gainfully  occupied  persons  reported  for  Allegany  Co'onty  in  the 
1930  Census.  This  high  percentage  indicates  an  unemployment  problem  of 
considerable  nBgnitude  in  the  Gouiity.  The  period  covered  is  after  1937 
in  which  a  substantial  recovery  in  conditions  elsewhere  took  place.  The 
continued  high  number  of  persons  on  'Jork  Relief  indicates  a  lag  in  ec- 
onomic recovery  in  Allegany  County,

A/rriculture  in  the  Area 

Agricultuix-  is  of  such  small  occupational  iiaportance  in  the  Area  that 
no  special  attention  y;as  given  to  it  in  this  study.  The  rugged  topography 
and  poor  soils  of  the  Area  are  not  favorable  to  any  extensive  farming.  In 
a  land  use  study,  formerly  ipade  by  the  liaryland  State  Planning  Coimission, 
much  of  the  land  nov;  being  used  for  farming  ras  classed  as  submarginal  and 
recommended  for  retirement  to  other  uses.  Iluch  of  the  farming  is  part  time 
and  subsistence  farining  carried  on  by  the  people  employed  part  of  the  time 
in  industries  of  the  Area.
